the Committee will encourage young perſans intended for 
the Miniſtry, whoſe friends are willing to defray the 


charges of their Board aad Education, by-a canbdetable 
abatement in the above terms. | 


It is ſcarcely neceſſary to obſerve, that the ſituation of 
this Inſtitution affords opportunity of obtaining the beft 
means of inſtruction in French and the other Modern 
Languages, Drawing, &c. at a ſeparate expence. 

No Divinity-Students will be admitted under che age of 
ſixteen years; nor any Lay- Student above the age of 
| eighteen years, nor under the age of fifteen years: and it 


is expected, that all Students be well recommended both 
as to conduct and qualifications. 


The Committee beg leave to inform the mublic; thatthe 
new wing, containing a conſiderable number of very 
commodious apartments, will be ready before the opening 
of the next Seſſion, and chat the choice of rooms will de-
